As a Result Doors of the Cell 
Are Barred to All Visitors, 
and Rigid Separation Rules 
Are Being Maintained. 


By the discovery of an outfit of elev- 
en saws and a bottle of sulphuric acid 
in the cell of R. M. Brown, a former 
circus high diver, a plot was thwarted 
yesterday by which a wholesale jail 
delivery. might have been effected at 
the Fulton county Tower. 

As a result, the doors of the cell are 
locked to visitors today, and the most 
rigid separation rules are being main- 
tained the jail, while the affair is 
being investigated the cqunty offi- 
clals. It believed that the saws 
were smuggled into the jail by some- 
one who gained access as a visitor, as 
Brown had been in the jail for two 
months and was searched closely be- 
fore entering. . 

A dozen visitors were turned away 
from the door of the jail Friday, and 
the incident may lead to the malinte- 
mance of a closer supervision over the 
people admitted to see the prisoners. 

Found Stuffed Under Cot. 

The saw outfit was found about 19 
o'clock Friday morning by Jailer Sut- 
ties, who was searching at the time 
for the saws with the belief that the 
instruments were contained somewhere 
in the Tower. There was one saw 
frame, about a foot long, and eleven 
steel blades wrapped tightly in paper 
These, together with the bottle of sul- 
phuric acid, were stuffed 
Rrown’s cot in his cell in the eastern 
wing of the fourth floor. The saws 
had, apparently, never vet been used. 

U'p until Friday night no man ex- 
cept Brown had been implicated in 
the plot. , The jailers believe, how- 
that there were at least three or 
four others tn with him on the plan. 
Never in the history of the Fulton 
county Tower has a man escaped alone.

The statement was as follows: 

“Today I communicated to the pres- 
ident my final decision ag to the very 
great honor he has done me in tender- 
ing me the ambassadorship to France, 
with assurances of my profound appre- 
ciation No public position within his 
gift could tbe more attractive to me 
personally. In view of its very great 
dignity and importance, I have natur- 
allv weigthed the matter with much 
care

ceptance of the post would involve 
greater saerifices than I should make.

Rome, Ga, March 
Mrs. Carlton Wright 
Sam Powers seriously 
Mrs. Julien Cummings, 
Goetchius and Miss Gussie 
fully bruised and cut when their touring 
car turned turtle on the Spring Creek 
road, about a mile from the city lim- 
its, this afternoon at 5 o'clock. 

The car was being driven rapidly 
down grade and, at the base of a long 
hill at a sharp curve, the chauffeur, E. 
Rogers, a negro, tried to pass two 
wagons loaded with fertilizer. The au- 
tomobile plunged over a 20-foot fill, 
turned turtle twice and righted itself 
facing the opposite direction. 

Mrs. Wright Crushed Under Car. 

The passengers were thrown free 
except Mrs. Wright. She was man- 
gled beyond recognition, and not until 
a passing automobile had gathered the 
wounded and rushed them to the hos- 
pital, was it known who was the dead 
member of the party. 

All of the occupants of the machine 
were dazed, and could hardly give a 
coherent account of the accident. 

News of the accident spread rapidly, 
and thirty minutes afterwards, Third 
avenue and East Third street were 
jainmed with people. On account of 
the hundreds of rumors afloat as to 
the dead and injured, relatives of those 
in the party were panic-stricken. 

Husband Thinks Wife Killed. 

Hearing of the accident, Mr. Jilien 
Cummings was carried to the scene in 
another car and met the injured being 
carried to the hospital. He jumped 
on the running board and held Mrs. 
Wright's ligeless body itn his arms, 
thinking that it was Mrs. Cummings 
who had been killed, but who was be- 
ing brought to the hospital in a second 
car with Miss Ross. 

Mrs. Powers, who was the worst 
hurt of the*® survivors, hag a crushed 
left shoulder, two or three deep gashes 
in the face and two broken fingers.

100 KILLED BY STORM 
WHICH SWEPT COUNTRY 
FROM GULF TO LAKES 


Reports From Alabama Place 
Number of Dead at Sixty, 
With Additional Fatalities 
Reported, but Not Yet Con- 
firmed. 


TORNADO WIPES OUT 
TOWNS OF THOMASVILLE 
|'AND LOWER PEACHTREE 


Preperty Damage Will Run. 
Well Into Millions—Build- 
ings Demolished, Houses 
Unroofed, Wires Paralyzed 
and Crops Destroyed. 


More than one hundred persons are 
reported killed and hundreds were in- 
jured, some mortally, by a storm of 
tornado intensity which raged over 
central western, southern and parts 
of eastern states yesterday. Property 
damage run well into the mil- 
lions. 

Definite advices have been received 
per- 


will 


accounting for at least seventy 
sons dead, with reports from points 
temporarily cut off from wire commu- 
nication by the storm adding hourly 
to the list. 

Sixty Dead in Alabama. 

Reports from Alabama show the 
loss of life was heaviest in that state, 
the number of dead there being al- 
ready definitely placed at sixty, with 
additional fatalities reported but not 
confirmed. Two towns, Thomasville 
and Lower Peachtree, were practical- 
ly wiped out. Two are dead in Indi- 
ana, two in Tennessee, two in Ohio, 
tw) in New York, one in Michigan and 
one in Louisiana. 

Accompanying the death lists are 
estimates of the injured fotalling more 
than 200, with additions coming in at 
brief intervals. 

Coming up out of the southwest 
Friday morning, just as spring was 
ushered in, the storm swept with 
startling suddenness diagonally across 
the country from northern Texas to 
western Pennsylvania and New York, 
bisecting the Mississippi valley and 
moving northeastward across. the 
Ohio into the Great Lake region. 

Property Loss Heavy. 

Shifting winds of great violence, ac- 
companied in various sections by 
snow, sleet and hail, characterized the” 
storm, easily the most destructive of 
the year and rarely equalled in the 
extent of its sweep and damage. Build- 
ings toppled before the blow in nearly 
a dozen states, and death lay all along 
in its wake.

“One of the reasons why I was* anxious 
to meet Robert J. Walker and talk with 
him was due to his appointment by Lincoln's 
secretary of the treasury; Salmon P. (hase, 
aS an agent of the United States represent- 
ing the treasury department in London, 
authorized to negotiate in the London mar- 
ket an issue of some two hundred million 
five-twenty United States bonds. 

“When T learned of that appointment, in 
1863, I thought it was a 
Secretary Chase to make. Robert J. Walk- 
er had an extraordinary brilliant career 
While still a young man. He was. I believe. 
a native of Pennsylvania, and was admitted 
to practice law when just of age. He 
opened an office at Pittsburg, but it is my 
recollection that within two or three years 
he removed to Natchez, Miss. He gained a 
success in that state which would be com- 
pared only with that secured by 
northern man, Sargent S. 
born in Maine. 

“IT remember very well as a young man 
reading of the election of Robert J. Walker 
aS United States senator Mississippi 
and of hearing that he was only a little past 
30 years of age when elected. [ remember 
afterward to have read with great interest 
articles from Washington which stated that 
Senator Walker from Mississippi had of- 
fered a resolution for the recognition of the 
independence of Texas. This resolution was 
adopted. 

“After Mr. Polk became president, Robert 
J. Walker's name was familiar to every 
American, for Walker had himself prepareda 
tariff law which, with the exception of two 
or three slight amendments, was adopted. 
Tiat was the widely-known and to this day 
well-remembered Walker tariff, so called. 

“Walker was secretary of the treasury in 
President Polk’s administration, but for some 
years after he retired from that office his 
name was not s0 prominently before the 
public. In 1863 it became known to a com- 
paratively few public men that Secretary 
Chase, had sent Walker to England to nego- 
tiate a federal loan and to prevent if possi- 
ble the floating of a confederate loan in the

Prentiss, who was

London market. 

“Some months later there came announce- 
ment that Mr. Walker had succeeded in ne- 
gotiating the federal loan and had in some 
way known best to himself prevented the 
floating of a confederate loan. 

“It always seemed to me that this was 
very strange. Here was a man who was 
considered as one of the many very brilliant 
men of the south who in public life was a 
democrat from conviction. He was a warm 
friend of Andrew JacKson and of °Martin 
Van Buren. He paved the way for the aq- 
mission of Texas into the union. How then 
did it happen, [I often asked myself, that a 
man of a record of this kind should have 
been selected by the secretary of the treas- 
ury at the time of the civil war to conduct 
very important financial negotiations in 
London? : 

“I should frankly have asked Mr. Walker 
to explain this if he felt free to do so had 
he not passed away just before I began my 
term as representative in congress. |] was 
able, however, to get an explanation before 
my term in congress ended. 

“It seems that Robert J. Walker and 
Salmon P. Chase were both democrats who 
differed little or not at all in their views 
upon public questions. Walker was alwavs a 
union man. He was a strong believer in 
the polley of gradually emancipatine the 
slaves. He emancipated his own slaves. This 
was almost precisely the ground upon which 
Salmon P, Chase stood as a democrat. 

“Furthermore, Mr. Chase was one of those 
who learned greatly to admire the brilliant 
abilmty revealed by Mr. Walker when secre. 
tary of the treasury. Therefore, when he 
was looking around to find just the man to 
send to London not only to negotiate a loan, 
but to prevent the marketing of a confeqd- 
erate loan, he remembered Robert JJ. Walker 
and as soon as possible communicated with 
him. The result was that Mr. Walker ae- 
cepted the appointment and succeeded just 
as Secretary Chase predicted he would.”

Haste is the use of excessive speed in gét- 
ting from hither to whence. 

This may mean mere distance or it may 
mean other things. The uses of haste. are 
as varied as the uses of gasoline which is an 
extract of haste. 

Haste is as free as air and is used by 
everybody, though more extensively by some 
than by others. 

Hiaste users are divided into two great 
classes—-those who use haste to get ahead 
and those who use it to catch up. 

A man may use a preat deal of haste at 
the wrong time and ltand a mile behind the 
procession with his eves full of dust after 
working hard all day. 

On the other hand a pinch of haste, care- 
fulty-distributed, will enable a man to loaf 
successfully at the head of the crowd for 
months and years at a time. 

Haste is a comparative term. Ninety 
miles an hour is loafing for a racing auto- 
mobile, whereas two miles an hour is a 
runaway speed for a messenger boy. ’ 

We are a wasteful nation and use much 
more haste than we should. Too many men 
hurry themselves to death in their efforts 
to get rich quick enough to loaf after the 
age of forty. 

We use more haste than anv other coun- 
try. This is because we.-started 1,000 vears 
behind the rest of the world and had to 
catch up.

Attorney General McRevnolds is not an 
entire stranger to the “interests.” They have 
heard of him before, and thev are now en- 
gaged in sizing him up IIe took an active 
part in the government's suit for the dissolu- 
tion of the trust 
as a special attorney for the government. 
His ability as a lawyer {ts well known, but 
it is not as well known just how active 
he is going to become in probing the affairs 
of the big corporations and holding up their 
acts in the light of publicity, wherever he 
believes there is anv reason for doing so. 

Has Eyes on Standard Oil. 

He has already hinted that he ts not alto- 
Eether satisfied with the manner in which 
the Standard Oil company has conducted its 
affairs since it was ordered dissolved by the 
United States supreme court. 

It is generally understood that he is sert- 
ously considering even now the feasibility 
of brining against them for con- 
tempt because they have not obeyed the 
mandates of the decree handed down In their 
case

He is also inclined to reopen the tobacco 
cases for much the same reason. 

The enormous advance in the securities 
of Standard Oi] won 
its svit and the company was ordered dis- 
solved, together with certain other alleged 
acts of the company, has made the “dissolu- 
tion” of the Standard Oil company more of 
a joke in the public mind than a reality. 
However earnest the Standard Oil officials 
may have been, and may be now in attempt- 
ing to carry out the orders of the court, they 
have failed to impress the public with a 
Sincerity of purpose, and it is believed that 
unless they can establish “good faith” and 
real accomplishments in the opinion of the 
new attorney general, one of his first official 
acts will be to institute proceedings against 
them. 

Mr McReynolds, at the time and since, 
has expressed his disapproval of the decree. 
As the tobacco people know this, it is but 
natural that they are a bit anxious to know 
what his attitude will be now since he has 
assumed the responsibility which goes with 
the position of trust buster for Uncle Sam. 

At any rate, it is safe to say that both 
the companies will be carefully scrutinized 
by the new attorney general. If-they wish 
to avoid trouble it would be wel] for them 
to show an inclination to follow the intents 
and purposes of the orders of the supreme 
court in their cases.

general has declined 
to discuss these cases. He admits, however, 
that recommendations have been made to 
him to bring action against them, but says 
that he has not yet been able to give the 
matter any attention. 

Approves Union Pacific Plan. 

Mr. McReynolds gave his full approval 
to the plan of dissolution agreed upon by 
former Attorney. General Wickersham and 
the Harriman interests in the case of Union, 
Southern and (Central Pacifie railroads. This 
was one of the last acts of the former at- 
torney general, and it was thought that this 
important case involving one of the largest 
railroad systems of the country was satis- 
factorily disposed of, but at the last moment 
the California state railroad commission in- 
terposed objections to the plan and gecured 
an injunction against its operation. The 
whole matter is now as unsettled as if noth- 
ing had ever been done, and will have te 
be gone all over again. 

Attorney General Wickersham was fairly 
active’ during his administration of the of- 
fice, and yet in the minds of many he left 
much to be done. Trust busting is supposed 
to be one of the obligations which the demo- 
cratic party has assumed, and according to 
popular belief there are still many trusts 
which ought to be busted. 

Wickersham’s Beef Trust Fizzle. 

The suit which Attorney General Wick- 
ersham brought against the beef trust. and 
which ended in failure and humiliating de- 
feat for the government, which fallure was 
charged to the deficiencies in the Sherman 
law, is pointed out as one of the things 
which ought to be taken up -again by the 
new administration. It is believed by many 
that Wickersham’s suit against the Steel 
corporation, which is now pending, will fail, 
and that it was unwise to begin it. Repre- 
sentative Stanley, of Kentucky, who was 
chairman of the committee which undertook 
an investigation of the steel corporation, 
now has one or two bills which are te 
receive the attention of the judiciary com- 
mittee. Their author believes these meas- 
ures will remedy all the defects of the 
Sherman law, and put it in the power of the 
government to regulate, not only the steel 
corporation, but all the other big corpora- 
tions of the country. It will place a per- 
manent bar against interlocking directories, 
the principal evil, according to our national! 
legislators, in the commercial and financial 
life of the country.
